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EDITOR OF LAMB DA CENSO R 

/e Propose Reforme 



It was learned Ia»t Thursday that 
some rumors were floating around cam- 
pus that the Editor-Director of Lamb- 
<3a, Mr* Richard Joly was a censor on 
his own newspaper. Later that evening, 
Mr* Joly was confronted with this state- 
ment He said with vehement anger that 
these rumours were completely false* 

"My newspaper", he said, "is not, 
mark it now, IS NOT, an organ of ex- 
pression directed by the office of the 
Dean of Men, nor is its Editor a censor. 
However, the decision to run certain 
beligerent articles that would harm, or 
corrupt, (mark that WORD too) insti- 
tutions and respectable people will no 
doubt have it that they will be filed 
away in the nearest waste-paper basket, 
if their content, their accusations are ut- 
terly false and unfounded. I am willing 
to give anybody the benefit of a doubt 
if their accusations are indeed true and 

well-founded." ■'.."„ 

Mr. Joly was emphatic in his state- 
ment and said he would deny no person 
the right to express his views on any 
subject so long as his facts, mind you, 
"FACTS" were tnie and basically 



founded on certain and irrevocable 
grounds. 

"The tendency has been too long at 
this University," Mr. Joly went on, "to 
say and repeat constantly in groups and 
in meetings that the Dean of Men is a 
censor and that the Editor of the news- 
paper is simply the spokesman or the 
marionnette of the Dean of Men. This is 
an utter He, based on hearsay evidence. 
The Editor of Lambda is, and I say it 
with respect, free in his own domaine 
to act and choose as he sees fit He may 
consult the Dean of Men, BUT THE 
DECISION TO RUN ANY ARTICLE 
IS LEFT UP TO THE EDITOR." 

Mr* Joly went on to say that the 
responsibility of the Editor of any col- 
lege newspaper vested in him by the 
students of that college or University 
lay not only towards the students. His 
responsibility was to act in the best way 
he could to uphold these priceless stan- 
dards of academic freedom in the press 
and to insure a stable and diplomatic 
relationship between the authorities and 
the student body.

AND 
Geophysics 



Novembrc i<t iww Room 318 of 
tho Empire Building: filled with 
professor* nnd students, Kitfhor- 
ed thoro to hoar a talk on the use 
of rocket* in research of tho up- 
per atmosphere. Tho *uc*t spea- 
ker wan Dr. Hoikkela of the De- 
fense Board In Ottawa* nnd tho 
native of South Porcupine fir*t 
traced n history of rockets, nnd 
then entered Into tho main dls- 
ctuudon of tho earth'* atmos- 
phoro. 

At first tho Defonse Research 
Telecommunications Establish- 
ment hnd to rely on indirect 
techniques, especially for tho far- 
ther layers of the atmosphere, 
hut now supplemented by rockets 
equipped with mlnlturlxod nnd 
translstorlzod equipment, thoy are 
finding out more and more of 
tho outer reaches of the blanket 
around tho earth. Most of the 
technical Information was woll Il- 
lustrated by graphs drawn on 
slides. Those Illustrated how tho 
composition of tho earth's atmos- 
phere changed with height. Tho 
composition at 000km, bolng most- 
ly oxygen, and tho lighter elo- 
mont hydrogen being found most 
predominantly at 3,000' km. 

Tho predominantly technical 
discussion centered on radio com- 
munication, sources of interfer- 
ence with radio communication, 
nnd tho relation of solar activity 
to what happens hero on hearth 
to disrupt radio. 

Still, even with tho advent of 

liquid and solid fuel rockets to 
move research equipment into the 
high iovels of tho atmosphoro, 
most of the information Is ga- 
thered by observation, and very 
few experiments havo been per- 
formed at high altitudes. Some 
of the observations woro gather- 
ed by the satellites sent aloft by 
the United States, and for once 
(besides tho Interest In who gets 
up the biggest or tho first) wo 
see tho real scientific reasons for 
them, aad could forget about their 
"propaganda'* value.

StuUentH are free to approach any 
member of the a<lmin!stratlon or 
touching Htiiff regarding their edu- 
cation progmmH, their choice of cn» 
voctn, and their own persona) pro- 
blems. This system Is far too inn* 
clcuuate and should he Improved 
upon. 

Leaving guldnnce upon an en- 
tirely voluntary basis on the stu- 
dent's part results In no counselling 
at all* Tho students may neod gui- 
dance nnd Informntlou without 
knowing \U They may have chosen 
courses which aro entirely Inade- 
quate for their own proposed edu- 
cation program or career. 

There nro third year students at 
Laurentlnn who have had no coun- 
selling except tho sparse questions 
asked thorn at registration tlmo 
each Kail. And then even the regis- 
tering faculty members themselves 
have not been too conscious of the 
prerequisites necessary for certain 
courses or tho number and com- 
pulsory subjects necessary for a 
degree. 

Many students plan a secondary 
school teaching career. But they 
have absolutely no Idea of tho ne- 
cessary requirements for entrance 
to the Ontario College of Education. 
Nor do thoy know the number of 
courses or combinations sot forth 
for entrance to the Ontario Secon- 
dary School Teachers' Federation,

If a graduate doesn't meet the 
necessary requirements Mien he's 
out or luck. 

Tho guidance and selection of 
courses should be carried on year 
by year so that the student chooflos 
those courses necessary for entran- 
ce to law or medical hcIiooIh. to 
OCE, to graduate work, or to other 
professional training. 

By putting guidance on a com- 
pulsory basis the university would, 
benefit Itself and the students. 

One way to do this would be 
to have each student assigned In 
his freshman year to a faculty 
advisor. Laurentlnn Is small enough 
«o that Ita 250 students could ho 
distributed qulto easily among fta 
forty or so staff members. Six or 
so students would nof. bo too groat 
n burden for n professor to look 
after. 

Students would bo required to 
meet their advisor a certain mini- 
mum number of times a year, say 
after exams and tests, but stu* 
donts would bo able to consult their 
ndvlnor voluntarily with any per- 
sonal or scholastic problem when- 
over their own neod arose. 

But this Intimate guidance sys- 
tem would only work If the pro* 
fessora themselves wore familiar 
with tho necessary information. 

As of now, guidance is practically 
non-cxistant at Lnurontlan. But 
that doesn't moan that It isn't need* 
od. Now is tho time to correct the 
situation.

Worst of nil tho opposing first-person articles run in tho same 
issue. A recent Issue contained n story of n woman telling of the 
feminine husband she hod married— tho opposite was by a Sudbury 
man who had married a masculine woman who did nothing but leave 
a pilo of dirty dishes In tho sink white she went hunting or to the 
Sudbury Wolves' hockey games. 

If this Is the best wo can do, then Canadians are better off 
without national mogastlnos. As for tho loss of revenue, 'Time' is now 
printing its Canadian edition In Montreal— providing more jobs for 
Canadians. 

Tho CBC was originally started to provide a service that private 
enterprise couldn't. It was to help In the development of Canadian 
talont and culture while providing a nation-wldo broadcasting system. 
Now this Fall It Imports professional football from the U.S. About all 
this does is help fatten American dubs nt tho expense of Canadian, 
Telecasting tho Intercollegiate football games is tho sort of thing 
that the CBC should uso to fill up Its 55 por cent Canadian contont 
requirement. While wo nro on tho CBC: when will the Canadian people 
stop subsidising Ooncral Motors or Prootor *Se Gamblo and the othor 
sponsors of its programs, Tho sponsor pays a certain portion of the 
production cost of tho program and tho CBC "dlvlos up" tho remainder. 
CTV doesn't subsidize its sponsors. Now with a second paUonal TV 
network there's no ronton why tho CBC should continue to do so.
